5n  a  recent  Issue  we  made  some  comments 
upon  Viscount  Knebworth's  arraignment.  In  The 
Nailonal  Review,  of  the  tenets  of  that  political 
faf|h  which  is  commonly  called  democracy.  It 
wai  a  searching  criticism  of  A  defective  soclAl 
an<^  political  creed,  a  plain  unvarnished  tale  of 
the  history  and  growth  of  the  democratic  idea 
in  British  countries  and  of  the  disastrous  results 
which  too  frequently  follow  Its  adoption    One  of 
th^hlef  Items  In  Viscount  Knebworth's  indict- 
ment was  the  charge  that  the  persmis  who 
form  our  popularly  elected  legislatures  are  too 
often  and  too  easily  influenced  in  their  decisions 
b  v  Ui'         luc  of  public  clamour  fleverly  manu- 
factored  lor  the  occasion  by  Interested  parties. 
Ttifie  legislators  (hus  are  stampeded  into  poli- 
cies and  expenditures  that  no  man  of  sense 
would  pursue  or  Approve  in  his  own  prtvAto  af- 
fairs. 

A  striking  and  Indeed,  amaaing  Illustration 
and  confirmation  of  the  fart  has  recently  come 
to  light  In  the  history  of  the  Administration  of 
War  pensions  In  the  United  States.  It  has  been 
described  by  a  Washington  Journalist  in  the  cau- 
tious and  reputable  Atlantic  Monthly  of  Boston, 
as  the  most  shocking  record  of  systematic  treas- 
ury raiding  and  political  racketeering  In  mod- 
em history.  The  Atlantic  Monthly  editors  give 
full  endorsement  to  this  And  assert  that  they 
have  checlced  and  rechecked  the  statements 
made  and  submit  them  with  complete  confl- 
dento. 

The  extent  of  the  raid  can  be  guessed  by 
looking  at  a  few  comparative  figures.    For  the 
decade  from  1923  to  lfS3  the  Federal  income  tax 
provided,  on  the  average.  5!  41  per  cent  of  the 
Fedtral  revenues.    For  the  fiscal  year  ending 
Jurie  30.  1982,  the  total  revenues  from  Income 
taxes  did  not  quite  cover  all  the  costs  of  the 
Veterans'  Administration  services.     The  United 
States  mobilized  4,757,999  men  for  the  OMAt  War 
and  In  1932  the  sum  of  $8«0.635,000  was  set  aside 
for  war  veterans.    In  the  same  year  Germany, 
Frahce,  Great  Britain,  lUly  and  CanAdA  to- 
getiter  spent  for  their  ex-soldiers  the  sum  of 
$891,000,000.    Together  they  had  mobUized  84/- 
244,000  men.   American  expenditure  for  veteran.<s 
In  1932  was  at  the  rate  of  $2,688.86  for  every 
American  soldier  killed  and  wounded  in  action 
The  comparable  flfnrt  for  the  fivt  countries 
named  was  $63.60. 

The  full  story  of  the  successive  raids  on  the 
public  chest  is  too  long  to  relate.    During  the 
past  sixteen  years  there  were  no  le.-is  than  ten 
revisions  of  the  original  bill  of  1917,  these  suc- 
cessive -liberalising  measures"  being  forced  upon 
Congress  and  passed  over  the  President's  veto 
when  necessary.    How  was  it  done?;  In  the 
simplest  manner  possible.  A  hrlaf  tdtgnua  from 
Washington  to  th^  post  commanders  to  A  given 
Congressional  district  to  the  effect  thAt  lUpre- 
sentative  So-and-8o  needed    attthtion  would 
Insure  a  heavy  rain  of  telegrams  upon  the  desk 
of  the  representative  next  morning.   Under  this 
system  a  member  would  be  solemnly  warned  by 
lobbyists  that  If  he  did  not  support  tlie  hill  his 
auceessor  would  support  it.    if  the  member  re- 
mained hesitant  he  would  receive  1,800  telcgrsms 
and  letters  within  twenty-four  hours.     Few,  if 
any,  dared  to  challenge  any  demand  of  the  or- 
ganization. 

With  such  tyrannical  machinery  In  full  op- 
ersAfon  and  with  such  pusillanimity  on  the  part 
of  American  legislators  and  leglslatum  the 
piratical  raid  upon  the  public  treasury  was 
highly  satisfactory  from  the  point  of  view  of  the

Marxlanism.  as  Ernst  Troeltsch 
said,  'is  a  compuuud^  which  Is  always  dissolving 
into  Its  romponont  part.s--  a  rigorously  determ- 
hiist  idea  of  evolution,  altogether  barren  of  con- 
trolling Ideas;  a  totally  unhlstorlcai  passion  for 
revolution,  to  be  achieved  In  the  name  of  Hu- 
manity and  Ekjuallty.'     it  appeals  to  history, 
and  professes  to  be  a  philosophy  of  history,  it 
looks  to  history  as  a  record  of  class  antagonism; 
it  forgets  It  as  a  record  of  administrative  and 
local  organisation,  seeking  steadily  and  not  un- 
surressfully  to  entlirone  a  sovereign  law  over 
human  passions,     it  rejects  the  State  as  an 
organ  of  caplUlism.    it  forgeU  that  this  same 
State  in  the  last  hundred  years,  since  the  Fac- 
tory Act  of  1933,  has  striven  hard  to  hold  a 
fair  balance  between  confBctlng  social  forces 
and  to  maintain,  at  the  very  least,  a  decent 
minimum  of  national  life  for  the  poorest  of  the 
poor.    The  State  is  not  a  Midas;  it  is  rather,  in 
its  mea.iure,  a  Solon;  and  as  Solon  of  old  said 
of  himself,  so  may  it  also  say: 
"I  stood  with  my  strong  shield  flung  over  both

During  her  long  oaraar.  the  Kee- 
mun waa  in  varloua  aenrloas,  bvt  was 

partieularty  well  known  on  the 
North  Pacific  and  P%r  Eastern 
routes.    She  was  taken  up  by  the 

shipping  controller  In  March,  1917. 
and  in  the  following  month  was 
despatched  from  Liverpool  to  Penang 
and  Hongkong  with  general  caifo, 
a  voyage  which  brought  about  •  pMr- 
tlcularly  IntcneUaf  tael  eaee  ac  to 
the  right  of  the  Oovamment  to 
requisition  ships  for  other  than 
Oovemmcnt  service  and  to  collect 
proflt.s  from  them. 

In  the  Summer  of  1918  the  Kee- 
nuin  waa  attacked  by  •  Oerman 
submarine  with  gunfire,  but  put  up 
•ueh  a  smart  return  that  the  U-boat 

decided  to  look  for  easier  pre\'  Scxm 
after  she  was  commissioned  a.s  a 
transport  to  carry  trfK)p.s  to  Nortli- 
ern  Russia,  and  as  soon  as  .she  was 
returned  to  her  owners  ■  after  the 
Annlstice,  she  was  plaoed  in  the  Far 
BMtam  serriee,  on  wtaUh  ehe  con- 
tinued to  run.  She  la  now  owned 
by  a  Japanese  eonoem,  wiiloh  i^ 
break  her  uf  OB  her  anlval  in 
Japan. 

CANADIAN  sToaasnp 

The  other  ship,  which  Is  to  be 
broken  up  in  Italy,  was  built  in  1913 
Tor  Oreenshlelds.  Oowle  &  Com- 
pany, of  Liverpool,  by  Charles  Con- 
nell  <t  Company,  Limited,  as  the 
Knight  Companion.  A  single-screw 
cargo  steamer  of  7.341  tons,  she  had 
a  maximum  speed  of  twelve  knots, 
but  excellent  carrying  capacity,  and 
was  a  useful  ship  In  many  way.s  She 
waa  in  Indian  water;  when  the  war 
broke  out,  and  was  .soon  after  taken 
up  n.s  a  transport  for  the  India  Ex- 
peditionary Force,  after  which  she 
performed  a  variety  of  services  for 
the  Oovemment  as  naval  collier, 
wheat  supply  ship.  Canadian  Ex- 
peditionary Force  storeehip,  and 
others. 

In  1917  the  Knight  Companion 
beat  off  a  .submarine  attack  off 
Cape  Finlsterre.  but  koon  afterwards 
she  waa  not  so  hicky  and  was  tor- 
pedoed, although  It  was  possible  to 
tow  ner  In  to  port  and  no  lives  were 
lo«.t.  While  under  repair  .she  was 
l.ikrn  lip  under  th"  liner  requl.ition 
s(  hrnif  V/hen  Alfred  Holt  finally 
obtained  use  of  her.  she  was  em- 
ployed principally  in  the  Far  East- 
ern service,  but  oocasiooaUy  waa  di- 
verted .to  oth^r  routes.  In  Septem- 
ber. IBM,  she  wax  laid  up  In  the 
Oardoeh,  where  she  remained  until 
purchased  by  Italian  shlpbreakers.

Particulars  of  the  great  Japanese 
earthquake  and  tidal  wave  l»st 
month  arriving  from  the  Orinit  thi.s 
week  place  the  total  of  dcati  and 
mlssliiK  much  hlKher  than  fn.st  rc- 
ix>rts  re\ciilfd  The  disruption  of 
cominunlration.s  bet\v<>en  the  locality 
of  the  disaster  and  Tokio  prevented 
the  authorities  from  forming  an 
all-ombradng  estimate  of  the  im> 
menae  km  of  life  and  property,  but 
there  Is  grave  reason  to  fear  that 
the  total  fataliUea  wUl  reach  fully 
3.000  and  possibly  more.  It  is  ad- 
mitted that  the  figures  available 
two  weeks  a^'O,  totalblf  OVtr  2,000. 
are  incximplete.

The  grand  jury  investigation  of 
crookedness  in  the  world's  aeries 
of  if  19,  between  the  Chicago  White 

Sox  and  the  Cincinnati  Reds 
opened  September  22,  1920,  and  the 

next  six  class  proved  to  be  the  most 
hectic  in  all  baseball  history. 

The  affair  started  in  a  quiet  man- 
ner, demiltc  the  tremendous  interest 
of  the  fans  who  jammed  the  Orlm- 
inal  Court  Building  eager  for  news. 
For  a  time  it  even  looked  as  If  it  all 
would  end  in  one  day  with  a  com- 
plete whltewasli  for  everybody  sus- 
pected. 

The  investigation  was  in  charge 
of  Assistant  State's  Attorney  Rep- 
logle  Less  than  three  hours  were 
required  to  hear  all  of  the  witnesses, 

summoned  by  subpoena,  IncludinR 
President  Veeck  of  the  Cubs,  Com- 
iskey  of  the  White  Sox.  Pre.sident 
Johnson  of  the  American  League 
and  a  half  dozen  Chicago  sports 
writers.  Incidentally,  not  one  ot  the 
writers  summoned  believed  the 
yams  about  crookedtmi  ta  the 
prevloua  world's  series. 

One  by  one,  the  witne.s.ses  were 
called  into  the  Jury  room  and  ques- 
tioned by  Mr.  Replogle.  One  by  one 
they  came  out,  some  of  them  after 
no  more  than  five  minutes  of  ques- 
tioning and  the  reporters  on  the 
outside,  analous  for  news,  got  noth- 
ing. Z  was  one  of  the  reporters  and 
soon  began  to  tmx  the  htrestlgatlon 
would  end  as  a  flop. 

When  one  of  the  reporters  went 
In  to  the  Jury  room,  I  a.ske<l  him  to 
tell  Mr.  Replogle  I  would  volunteer 
to  be  H  witiies.s  if  he  cared  to  hear

was  asked  to  come  In. 

It  waa  ahnoet  thhty  mhnttee  be- 
fore I  was  excused  from  the  witness 
chair.  After  a  few  pointed  quea- 
tlon.s.  I  wa.<i  .-us Iced  to  "jMt  gO  alwetl** 
and  tell  niy  .story. 

Mo.st  of  my  .story  con.si.stcd  of  my 
work  with  "Kid"  Oleason  to  find 
some  tangible  evidence  of  crooked- 
ness in  the  aeries.  I  included  the 
hMldiat  In  the  New  Tork  resUurant 
when  I  heard  an  ex-flghter  teU 
Oleaaon  he  knew  the  boys  had  been 
throwing  him  oown  and  thought  he 
had  a  chance  to  make  a  lot  of  money 
out  of  It  but  had  hepii  double-crossed 
by  a  bit?  New  York  gambler.  This 
broiH'tit  the  nam**  of  Arnold  Roth- 
stein  into  the  investigation.  Z  also

"A  THOROUGH  CLEAN  UP" 

After  I  was  excused  from  the  wit- 
ness chair.  Mr.  Replogle  received 


them  a  "whitewash*  story,  aa  ex- 
pected, he  startled  them  by  saying 

the  investigation  had  only  begun 
and  that  he  proposed  to  summon 

wltne.sse.s  from  all  over  tlie  country 
and  make  a  tiiorough  clean-up.  He 
announced  the  wivestigalion  would 
go  on  the  next  day  and  that  sub- 
poenas woold  ha  iMMd  for  new 
witnesses. 

Later,  I  walked  out  of  the  building 
with  Replogle  and  when  we  reached 
the  street,  he  .••hook  hands  with  me 
and  said:  "Until  you  went  to  the 
witness  stand  there  hadn't  been 
enough  evidence  to  warrant  the  in- 
vestigation continuing  another  day." 

The  first  witness  called  the  next 
day  waaSammy  Pas.s,  the  Sox  loot- 
er and  former  pal  of  all  of  the 
playrr.s.  who  had  lost  about  $3,500 
betting  on  them  to  win  the  world's 
.series  and  had  been  no  thoroughly 
convinced  his  friends  had  thrown 
him  down  that  he  had  quit  going  to 
ball  gaatee.  aammy  was  on  the 
witneoa  ehalr  for  more  than  an 
hour. 

After  his  evidence  had  been  taken, 
subpoenas  were  issued  for  many 
more  witnesses.  Including  the  dentist 
who  had  worked  on  Buck  Weaver's 
teeth,  and  Un.  Kelley,  iriio  ran  the 
boardhig  hooee  where  Eddie  CIcotte 
lived  and  who  had  overheard  him 
saying  to  another  player  In  the 
bathroom:  "What  do  I  care''  I  got 
mine."  The  denti.st  had  been  work- 
ing on  Weaver's  teeth  wJien  another 
player  had  ai>peared  to  deliver  a 
mysterious  package. 

Ban  Johnson,  preeldent  ol  the 
American  League,  who  had  testified 
the  first  day  and.  according  to  Rep- 
logle. had  told  nothing  of  ronse- 
quenoe,  got  buRv  when  the  investi- 
gation was  continued.  He  sum- 
moned a  ball  player  of  the  St  Louis 
club  to  come  and  testify,  and  this 
player  told  of  betting  on  the  Reds 
alter  getting  Information  from  a  St. 
Louis  gaittMer  that  the  games  were 
fixed. 

President  R^ler  of  the  National 
League,  came  on  from  the  East  and 
brought  Rube  Benton,  a  National 
League  player,  as  a  wllne.s.s  ond  he 
told  of  having  received  a  telegram 
from  Hal  Chase,  then  a  National 
League  player,  advising  him  to  bet 
on  the  Reds  to  win  the  fblt  two 
games  and  the  eeriea. 

While  these  bomba  were  hunthig 
In  the  grand  Jury  room  in  Ohicivgo. 
the  White  Sox,  still  using  eeven  of 
the  eight  aiwpected  players,  were 
playing  a  three-game  series  In 
Cleveland.  They  lost  all  three  of 
the  games,  w  hlcli  gave  the  pennant 
Cleveland 


Chicago  agahist  the  New  York 

Yankees,  who  seemed  almost  sure  of 
winning  the  pennant,  but  were 
knocked  out  of  it  becau.se  tin-  Sox 
trounced  them  in  all  three  games. 

When  the  Sox  team  returned 
from  Cleveland,  September  26.  wltii 
the  grand  jury  Inveetlgatlon  sUll  go- 
ing on  and  witnesess  coming  from 
all  over  the  OMntry,  including  Arn- 
old Rothstein  from  New  Toric,  I  was 
asked  to  meet  Eddie  Collins,  Red 
Faber  and  Ray  .Schalk.  Sox  players. 
They  had  not  .spoken  to  their  seven 
su.siXM-tod  team-mate.s  at  any  time 
during  that  1920  season,  except  when 
it  was  necessary  in  a  ball  game. 
Tliey  told  me  they  were  convinced 
the  same  men  had  tossed  away  the 
games  in  Cleveland,  deliberately 
handing  the  pennant  to  that  team, 
possibly  because  they  had  bet  on 
them  to  beat  the  Yankees  out  of  the 
flag.
